While all accounts agree 
on hearing an explosion, no one can tell what it 
was that exploded. There had been no fire there 
since afternoon, and no one was at work ia that 
vicinity. A cusk of fusil oil and a tub of bigh- 
wines were stored there, and it ia thought by 
some that oneor the other exploded, but others 
maintain that they saw both take fire after the 
shock of the explosion ana the blaze had started. 
Farthing & Co. have recently been e in 
u flerce controversy with the city resi- 
dents in the vicinity as to the removal of the 
cuttie trom the barus in the rear of the distil- 
lery, This resulted last week in the Street Com- 
missioners removing the cattle. It was thought 
the fire this evening was incendiary, so 
residents having resolved to be 
tillery and barns, as well as cattie; but careful 
investigation shows no foundation for this re- 
port. The burned building contained about 
$30,000 worth of copper * 25, 000 busbeis 
of rye, 1,200 busbels of corn, and a quantity 
of malt. in the cellar were ten tubds 
each bolding 140 bushels of mash. There were 
probably 8,000 galions of liquor in process of 
manufacture. There was a large amount of 
machinery in the building,some of which will 
be saved. The total loss will reach about 860. 
000. Au insurance of 818,0 is carried on all 
the property, which is very extensixe, covering 
an entire block. It is impossible tonight to find 
how the insurance is divided, though probably 
the burned property n well covered. The full ca- 
pacity of the distillery was 1,000 busheis of grain 
per day, turning out 4,000 gallons of liquor. The 
works have been run at full capacity some time, 
and will probably be rebuilt soon. Notwith- 
standing so much spirits in the building, the 
flames were pot brilliant, and the fire attracted 
httie attention, though in the heart of a thickly- 
settied district. 


Springer’s Foundry.

and to establish distinctions of caste, we can- 
not permit Chinese immigration to go on un- 
restricted, It isa simple question of keeping 
the Chinese out or altering our political and 
social customs to suit them.

THE VULTURES IN CITY POLITICS. 

It is only afew years since the people of 
Chicago were roused to the highest pitch of 
excitement on the subject of the dangers 
which seemed to menace their local political 
institutions. They closed their offices, shops, 
and warehouses, and stood in solid phalanx 
at the polls in defense of their rights as 
citizens. When, under cover of darkness, 
the thugs and plug-uglies and scoundrels of

Have the honest, order-loving people of 
Chicago so soon forgotten how proud they 
were of that famous victory? Do they fail to 
realize that the old aphorism—Eterna!l vigi- 
lance is the price of liberty—is as true now 
as it was when uttered for the first time? It 
would seem so. * 

The scenes enacted at many ot the late 
„primaries were disgraceful in the ex- 
treme. Brutality and fraud held high carni- 
val at those political gatherings. Respect- 
able citizens who have a stake in the com- 
munity stood afar off, while disreputables of 
every description trifled with their rights and 
denied them the privilege of participating in 
a caucus of their fellow citizens. These 
miscreants, reeking with the foulness of the 
slums, odorous of alcohol, cursing and swear- 
ing, declared that they would select the 
Aldermanic candidates to be supported by 
both political parties. To the honest citizen 
they said, Stand aside or we will knock yeu 
down! Hold your hand or we will pistol 
you! And to their shame it must be said 
that several corporations whose vast wealth 
is derived from the respectable classes of city 
society sent hordes of their employés to force 
the will of their masters upon an unwilling 
people. 

Only evil can come from submission to 
this mob spirit. We are drifting toward a 
vortex of city misrule. A Council chosen 
by the dregs of society will necessarily be 
corrupt. A Government composed of the 
creatures of thieves, gamblers, pimps, and 
shoulder-hitters will be a Government of 
robbery. It will strike hands with all the 
corporate monopolies which now oppress 
the people, with contractors who prey upon 
them, with the criminal classes who threaten 
both their property and their lives. And, 
distasteful as it may be, it is a hard fact of 
the situation that the only way to secure 
good local government is to wrest its control 
from the hands of bad men. 

The men of the avenues must go to the 
polls and stand side by side with the men of 
the Clark street dens of iniquity, and there

rights of decency, good order, and economy 


in the administration of local affairs.

He deprives the 
propertyholder of a yoice in the Government 
and then taxes him ad libitum, In the 
Council he sells his vote for money to the 
corrupt contractor, selis his vote for money 
to the corporation which wishes te usurp a 
public right, sells hisy vote for money to 
the gambler that he may rob the com- 
munity. And all this the modern city bar- 
barian does under the forms of law. The 


only way to prevent him froin making of the 


Government a sink of pollution, a den of 
thieves, a clan of robbers, is for the honest 
citizen to take him by the throat and say to 
him resolutely: Lou are entitled to one 
vote—east it, but you shall cast no more; I 
am entitled to one vote and I shall cast it, 
cost what it may, and see that it is counted, 
cost what it may!“ 

This is what it always comes to at. last, and 
when it comes to this honesty and decency 
are always triumphant. While the respecta- 
blecitizen hesitates and neglects his duty the 
cancer of bad administration eats deeper and 
deeper into the Government, and the cutting 
of it out at last involves a popular convul- 
sion, almost a revolution, 

— 
REVISING THE uA CODE, 

The House Judiciary Commlttee at Spring- 
fiela has seen fit, for some inscrutable rea- 
son, to announce its opposition to any re- 
vision of the criminal procedure. The un 
seemly haste with which this action was 
taken, and the evident disposition of the 
committee to foreclose debate, can only be 
accounted for iu one of two ways. Either 
they had their origin in a political combina- 
tion, or they were inspired by the trades- 
union feeling common among obscure law- 
yers. 

If politics were at the bottom of the com- 
mittee’s action, we can only say that the man 
or set of men who have instigated it will 
have to pay dearly for the gratification of 
their narrow jealousies. If the people of 
this county and State are to be deprived of 
much-needed reforms in the laws merely be- 
cause Gov. Cullom has récommended them 
and might obtain some credit from their 
adoption, the fact cannot be announced too 
early. The people will make amends to the 
Governor in generous measure for any 
sliguts that may be attempted to be put upon 
him by the Legislature on this account. 

It is seareely possibie, however, that the 
action of the House Judiciary Committee is 
to be explained on the grounds above stated. 
A more likely explanation is that the com- 
mittee, being composed in great part of jack- 
lawyers, is more jeaiqus of the emoluments 
and powers of the legal profession than the 
practicing lawyers themseives are. The zeal 
of the convert is proverbial, and the profes- 
sional feeling of persons who would like to 
be known as lawyers, but are not, & quite as 
remarkabie. This detestable trades-union 
policy which a number of inferior lawyers 
insist upon maintaining and enforcing has 
done more to bring the legal profession into 
disrepute than all other causes combined. 
It has often justified the remark of the dis- 
tinguished Illinois Judge that no reform of 
the laws is ever conceived or promoted at 
first by lawyers. The demand for reform is 
created on the outside, and the lawyers yield 
to it only when it has become irresistible. 

On the face of it nothing could be fairer or 
more rational or conservative than the prop- 
osition which the Governor has laid before 
the Legisiuture. He merely advised the ap- 
pointment of a commission to take the sub- 
ject into consideration. The cost of a com- 
mission would not be above $2,000. Its re- 
port would not be binding upon anybody. 
But if its character should be high, as it 
ought to be, its recommendations would 
have great weight. The mere investigation 
of the subject by three men competent to 
undertake it would surely have valuable re- 
suits. It would put before the next Legis- 
lature a mass of digested information which 
could not fail to assist that body in coming 
to an intelligent decision in fayor of or 
against reform. 

It is a noteworthy fact that the advocates 
of reformehave been most earnest in reqnést- 
ing an investigation of the subject. All that 
they ask of the Legislature or the House 
Judiciary Committee is, that they shall look 
into the criminal laws of this and other States 
for themselves, and compare them diligently 
before arriving at a snap-judgment in favor 
of our most barbarous and inefficient code. 
We defyany intelligent lawyer to compare 
the practice of Illinois with that of Massa- 
chusetts, or New York, or Ohio, and then say 
that there is no need of reform in this State. 
The States which have reflected most honor 
on American jurisprudence are precisely 
those which differ most widely from IIlinois 
in their criminal procedure. 

The Judiciary Committee should recon- 
sider its action. It is not decent, it is not re 
sbeetful, for a committee of the House in this 
summary, ill-informed, and bumptious man- 
ner to dispose of one of the subjects to con- 
sider which the special session was called by 
the Governor. If the committee has nota 
better idea of its duty, the House should by 
a vote take the matter out of its control and 
intrust it to a special cothmittee more capa- 
ble of comprehending its importance and 
giving it the attention it deserves.

FRELINGHUYSEN AND TRESCOTT. 

Every batch of the official correspondence 
between the State Department and Speclal- 
Envoy Trescott which is made public only 
confirms the popular impression -that the 
mission to the South American Republics as 
conceived by Blaine has been completely 
nullified by his suecessor. The interchange 
of dispatches. between Frelinghuysen and 
Trescott reveals that the importance of the 
United States Government was depreciated 
by its own officials. ‘Trescott was vent to 
South Americain order to save Peru from 
virtual contiscation at the hands of tri- 
umphant Chili, There was no other pur- 
pose in his mission. When Frelinghuysen 
came into office he instructed Trescott to 
stand aside and let the negotiations take 
their course. It was at that point he should 
have been recalled. But Frelinghuysen 
preferred he should remain to be hu- 
miliated along with the Government 
he represents. Chili dictated the most 
outrageous terms. It seized the guano 
and nitrate districts of Meru, and 
then exacted a war indemnity which Peru 
cannot pay while it is deprived of all its 
natural resources. At this the Secretary of 
State dispatched Trescott to urge modera- 
tion on the part of Chili, but at the same 
time continued to remind him that the Amer- 
ican Government merely proposed to “ give 
counsel and aid the negotiations.“ Of course 
Chili was thus encouraged to receive the 
American suggestions with contempt. Tres- 
cott was compelled to reply to the State De- 
partinent: “* The terms of peace will not be 
modified by Chili; the publication of instruc- 
tions to me has made it impossible to secure 
a modification.” Chili was not disposed to 
abandon its policy of spollation to suit any 
Government which had not the courage of its 
convictions but announced in advance that 
it would not interfere with any conditions 
that might be imposed upon the van- 
quisbed Republic. Then why was Trescott 
there at all? He felt the awkwardness and 
humiliation of his position, anc asked to be 
recalled to Washington. But Frelinghuysen 
wouldn't do that. He insisted upon Tres- 
cott agen to be laughed at by the 
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that internal taxes may be abated. 


United States Goverument has been most 
thoroughly snubbed. Mr. Frelinghuysen 
has no right to piace his Government in this 
humiliating attitude, If it is the policy of 
the present Administration to the 
interest in American affairs to which the 
importance of our Government entities it, 
then such a policy ought to be avowed and 
the special envoy ought to have been re- 
esiled. It 4s certainly unnecessary for the 
United States Government to send a special 
representative in order to be treated con- 
temptuously. The Secretary of State might 
at least have protected his Government 
against insult by hiding its weakness under 
the guise of indifference. 
— 
THE TAX ON MATCHES. 

The tax on matches which the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House proposes to 
repeal was firat imposed June 30, 1864. In 
the elchteen years of its existence the Gov- 
ernment haz collected $40,000,000, exclusive 
of commisstons, from this source of reve- 
nue. Matches are taxed at the rate of one 
cent for each package containing 100 or less; 
two eents for each package containing more 
than 100 and less than 200; and one cent for 
every additional 100 or fractional part thereof. 
Purchasers of stamps in amounts over $50 
and less than $500 are allowed a commission 
of 5 per cent; and purchasers of more than 
$500 at one time are allowed acoumission of 
10 per cent. The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue is authorized to extend a credit of 
sixty days to manufacturers of matches who 
shall file a suitable bond as security for the 
payment of stamps obtalned by them. 

Under the operation of this law the Dia- 
mond Match Company of Connecticut has 
secured a virtual monopoly of the manu- 
facturing of matches in this country. It 
consumes six-sevenths of all the stamps 
issued by the Government, and obtains a 
commission of 10 per cent on its purchases, 
besides a credit of sixty days. It has a per- 
manent bond for $600,000 filed to protect the 
Government against loss. Its resources are 80 
large that it is enabled to crush out serious 
competition. It has closed up factories in 
all parts of the country. Its methods are as 
relentless and unscrupulous as those of the 
Standard Ol Company. That it is much 
benefited by the revenue laws is shown by 
the fact that it recently sent representatives 
to Washington to protest against the repeal 
or modification of the tax. 

The tax on matches is 100 per cent of the 
first cost of the finished article. It has not 
been felt as an oppressive tux to the individ- 
ual consumer, but it is an annoyance to deal- 
ers and an interference with trade that ought 
to be removed. Moreover, it has become of 
late years a very considerable source of rev- 
enue. The receipts from this tax in 1881 
were $3,278,580; in 1880 they were $3,257,546. 
Since 1875 the annual income from the taxon 
matches has increased one-fourth. There is 
a sentimental objection to a tax on an article 
of universal consumption, such as matches, 
and there is also a practical objection. In 
1871 the British Government, envious of 
the success of the United States in 
deriving an incOme of $2,500,000 (at that 
time) from so insignificant a source, ad- 
dressed a note to our revenue officials asking 
information concerning the history of this 
tax and the esteem In which it was held. A 
favorable answer was returned, and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer submitted a 
proposition for such a tax to Parliament, 
estimating that it would yiéld £550,000 or 
$2,750,000 annually. But popular clamor 
against it was so strong that the plan had to 
be abandoned. It was regarded not merely 
as a tax on light, but as a burden on an 
article of prime necessity and universal con- 
sumption, which history has demonstrated 
is not a desirable object of taxation. 

The match tax will undoubtedly be re- 
pealed at this session of Congress. In dis- 
missing it from the catalog of internal-rev- 
enue taxes the people should not forget that 
it has brought in $40,000,000, and has been as 
little felt probably as any excise duty that 
could be imposed except the taxes on whiaky 
and tobacco. As it was one of the first in- 
ternal- revenue taxes to be levied it is prop- 
erly one of the last to go. It was a justifia- 
ble tax while it lasted, but now that the in- 
come of the Government is in excess of its 
needs there is none which can be more read- 
ily spared, 
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REDUCTION oF INTERN AL-REVENUE 
TAXES, 

It now looks as though $23,000.000 of an- 
nual internal revenue will be cut off by act 
of Congress. At all events, that is the 
amount of tax which it is proposed to repeal 
by the bill agreed upon by the House Ways 
and Means Committee, and it is probable 
that the bill, with more or less modification, 
will be accepted by Congress. The strong 
hold which any Dill of this kind has upon 
Congress consists in the fact that the reten- 
tion of tariff taxes is assured to the extent 
Such a 
measure can always count upon rallying the 
votes of the Congressional representatives, 
both Republican and Democratic, of the 
high-tariff interests. 

The repeal of the taxes on bank capital and 
deposits and the stamp taxes on bank-checks, 
on matches, perfumery, patent medicines, 
etc., will meet with the approval of the coun- 
try. These are relics of the special taxation 
made necessary by the War of the Rebellion, 
and there is no more reason why these par- 
ticular objects should be taxed than there is 
for taxing other specific objects in the same 
way. The banks are certainly not institu- 
tions to be visited with penalties of a repress- 
ive nature as Whisky and tobacco may fairly 
be, and matches are domestic articles of uni- 
versal use and value which should be cheap- 
ened to the consumer. The same is true of 
some of the druggists’ articles which it is 
proposed to release from internal taxes. 
There is also a principle involved, inasmuch 
as no commodities of general consumption, 
with the exception of whisky and tobacco, 
should be singled out for special taxation. 
The repeal of this entire class of taxation 
will, according to the department estimate, 
result in a reduction of revenue amounting 
to about $17,000,000 per annum. 

The high-tariff people ought to have been 
satisfied with an agreement to abate $17,000,- 
000 of internal taxes, and inferentially to re- 
tain that amount of customs taxes which 
might otherwise be attacked, but they 
could not let whisky and tobacco alone 
altogether, It is proposed to reduce the 
special taxes on licenses to the rectifiers 
and the wholesale and retail dealers in 
liquor, and the manufacturers and dealers 
in tobacco. A reduction is also made in the 
tax in cigars and cigarets. In all it is pro- 
posed to relieve whisky and tobacco of about 
$5,000,000 of taxes in addition to the $17,000,- 
000 to be taken from other articles. This 
part of the proposed bill is objectionable for 
two reasons. First, it is a violation of the 
spirit, if not the actual language, of. the reso- 
lution adopted by the Republican caucus 
promising that the whisky and tobacco taxes 
should remain undisturbed. In the second 
place, it would have been better to strike out 
the special Or license taxes altogether than 
to reduce them. They are the features of 
the internal-revenue system which are most 
expensive to the Government; and it is prob- 
able that after the proposed reduction the 
cost of collection, which will continue to be 
as large as before, will equal the yield of the 
license. In suck case the Government will 
be the loser by the change, while the manu-

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6000 AND BAD CROP YEARS. 

Our présent weather conditions are gen- 
erally accepted as promising an abundant 
cereal yield in the United States for the year 
1882. A mild winter is followed by a pleas- 
ant springtime, so far as the vernal season 
has progressed, and there is a fair prospect 
foran early seed-time, which is usuaily fol- 
lowed by a luxuriant harvest. It is true 
that little has been done in the fields as yet, 
the ground being too moist to permit plow- 
ing and sowing. Bat it is early for those 
processes. Good crops have been gathered 
in former years though the fields were 
covered with ice and snow atthisdate. Un- 
less very unfavorable weather should ensue 
between this time and harvest, the prospect 
for the next ingathering may be accounted 
as decidedly a good one. 

There is, however, one consideration 
which should have some force in sober- 
ing our expectations in this regard. It is 
well known that last year brought us poor 
crops after a series of good ones. It is 
equally a matter of observation that the or- 
der of Nature, in this as well as other coun- 
tries, seems to be that good and bad crop 
years occur lu bunches of two or three. The 
agricultural history of the United States 
presents us with several instances to confirm 
the longer experience of European countries 
in that particular. And the history of the 
other countries of the Old World points in 
the same direction ever since the seven fat 
kine were swallowed up by the seven lean 
kine in the dream of Pharaoh. The spread 
of modern civilization has broadened the 
area t cereal culture over so many climes 
that we are fot justified in looking for a 
world famine in the future, because a de- 
creased production in one country does not 
necessarily involve the same thing in other 
lands. Thus, the United States was blessed 
with abundance during each of the few past 
years that Western Europe suffered from a 
serious crop failure; and Western Europe in 
turn had better crops last year to compare 
with a big shortage in this country. But 
that fact does not invalidate the other fact 
above referred to—that for any particular 
country, even though it embrace so large an 
area as the United States, bad crop years oc- 
curin bunches. In other words they show 
the wisdom of the maxim enunciated by Sir 
Boyle Roach, “Single misfortunes never 
come alone.“ 

The study of history is of comparatively 


little value, unless as it enables us to judge. 


ot the future by the past. The study ot the 
history of the seasons may lead to conclu- 
sions not less emphatic than those obtained 
from scanning the records of human action 
as supposed to be uninfluenced by weather 
conditions. Thus far no one has studied the 
former sufficiently well to be able to foretel! 
the character of a season. - But the consider- 
ation above noted may at least suggest it as 
advisable that the commercial world do not 
commit itself recklesly to the expectation of 
abundant crops in the United States in the 
present year, however brillant the weather 
prospects may now be. History may not 
always repeat itself, as we understand it: 
but does so often enough to warrant us in 
looking out for such repetition. 


Tue strikes and lockouts reported from va- 
rious parts of the country during the past 
few weeks indicate the incapacity or unwil- 
lingness of the laboring ¢iasses to estimate 
the difference between a rising market and a 
falling market. During the past three years 
the employers have assented to gradual in- 
crease of wages because they found an 
abundant demand for their products at in- 
creasing prices. Now they are confronted 
with a decrease in the demand and a reduc- 
tion in prices. In no ease can they afford to 
increase wages, and in many cases they are 
obliged either to suspend operations or re- 
duce wages. But the workmen who insisted 
upon sharing increased profits are unwilling 
to stand any part of the reduction In profita. 
They cannot be made to understand that cap- 
italists will not be constrained for any 
length of time to do business at a loss, but 
prefer to close their establishments and not 
to do business at all. Whenever the loss of 
active operations exceeds the loss of inter- 
est on idle capital the mill owner or manu- 
ufacturer will close his doors. He

Raltlroad Construction in Iowa. 
Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tridune. 

Des Mots, March 27.—Close Bros. & Co. and 
the lowa Land Company are owners of over 
150,000 acres of land in Osceola and Lyon Coun- 
ties. Close Bros. are large owners of farms 
which they operate, and have also sold numer- 
ous acres to actual settiers. It is for their in- 
terest to have these lands developed and im- 
proved as rapidiy as possible. Nearly a year 
ago they made a proposition to the Burlington, 
Cedar Rapids & Northen tobuild an east and 
west road through these counties. The com- 
pany reached Spirit Lake and there stopped. 
Becoming satisfied that the Burlington Com- 
pany would do nothing, Close Bros. went to 
Chicago and succeeded in interesting J. 
D. Harvey, J. L. Harvey, and  oth- 
ers in the project. A company was 
orgavized which bas been incorporated as the 
Spirit Lake & Western Railroad Company. with 
headquarters at Sibley. The object is to build a 
railroad from Spirit Lake westerly to some 
point on the Big Sioux River. The capital stock 
is $1,800,000. The incorporators are Joel D. Har- 
vey, James B. Cluse, Josiah L. Lombard, Elliott 
O. Davidson, and Charles J.C. Bail. Chief Eu- 
gineer Charles F. Westfield and a corps of 
assistants from Chicago bave aiready arrrived 
on the ground and begun a survey of the road, 
with instructions to permanently locate and 
drive grade stakes as they go. It is the inten- 
tion to have the road completed so as to move 
the next farm crops.

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annual Report of Mr. William H. 
Genung, Chiet of the 
| Bureau. | 
A Dangerous Overerowding Caused 
by the Influx of Popu- 
lation. 


Over 20,000 Factories and Baildings 
Examined Last Year. 


Mr. William H. Genung, the head of the Bu- 
reau of Tenement-House and Factory Iuspoo- 
tion, yesterday completed bis annual rport, 
which was presented to the Council last eveaing, 
and is as follows: 

CHICAGO, March 27.--To Oscar De Wolf, M. D.. 
Commissioner of Heaith—Sin: In submitting the 
following report of work performed by the Fac- 
tory and Tenement Inspectors during the year 
1881, it may be proper to referto some of the 
obstacles met in the prosecution of the work, 
together with remedies needed, through amend- 
ed ordinances, etc. 

On the dist day of May, 1881, a State law was 
passed compelling all architects or other inter- 
ested persons to submit alt plans and specifica- 
tions for places ot babitations to the Health 
Commissioner for approval of ali sanitary ar- 
rangements to be used or adopted therein, suco 
as ventilation of rooms, light and air shafts, 
windows, ventijation of water-closets, drainage, 
and plumbing. 

In the early part of 1881, the city ordinances 
were revised and so amended as to place in your 
hands the entire control of all sanitary condi- 
tions in all tenement houses and factories, or 
places ot employment at manual labor. 

A thorough enforcement of these laws and 
ordinances would almost revolutionize the san- 
itary work in this department as compared witb 
a few years ago: but that it is all necessary can 
be shown in many ways. 

A record waa kept for two months of last year 
of ali persons dyingin tenement houses only, 
and a comparison made with those dying in 
strictly residence localities, and it was found 
that a little more than three deaths occurred in 
the former to one in the latter. 

It all the laws and ordinances relating to san- 
itary regulations inside the building walls were 
thoroughly enforced in the construction of new 
buildings it would be very easy to make such 
building quite as complete in a sanitary way as 
any of the so-called better class of residences, 
and thie having been done and close attention 
paid to existang tenements the mortality rate of 
the city, as a whole, will fall far below that of 
any previous years, and probably below that of 
any city oo this continent. 

6 great intiux of population to this city 
causes u dangerous overcrowding of all means 
of shelter, and even the very worst disease- 
breeding wails will not be torn down uniess 
there ig a specific law for it. 

There are a large number of shanties and rot- 
ten rows used for living and working- 
rooms, whieh cannot be declared uotenaant- 
able under present provisions of the 
health regulavions, but should be torn down, by 
reason of being unfit for buman habitation, ac- 
cording to the requirements of detailed sec- 
tions of amended ordinances which should be 
Dp: without uunecessary delay. 

The number of inspectors is insufficient; there 
should be at least two c more to fully carry 
out this important sanitary work. 

Prior to two years ago, miles of street front- 
age Were covered with cottages and houses ar- 
ranged for one farnily and no more; there was 
scarcely a single room in them that was separate 
from the rest; but during the last two years the 
increase in population has been so rapid and 
general that thousands of such cottages and 
small houses have been filied to their utmost 
capacity with married people, who even take 
lodgers and boarders; and it is now becoming 
the rule to erect tenement and apartment 
houses for the accommodation of \he great mass 
of middie and working ciasses in this and other 
large cities of this continent. 

The health ordinance of October, 1879, and the 
amended ordinance of September, 188, re- 
lated to the regulation of factories and 
ot ag employing persons at manual 
labor; ut the revised municipal code 
of 1881 includes all persons working for wages, 
which includes the great number of occupants 
of ali office- blocks, some of which are ten stories 
bigh, containing 100 or more office-rooms, with 
more than 200 occupants, consisting of lawyers, 
physicians, insurance agents, commission men, 
ete. 

Fireproof stairways can be found in but few 
buildings, and, us there are more than 50,000 
persons employed in this city on or above 
second stories of buildings which are not pro- 
vided with adequate stairways or other meaus of 
safe egress in case of accidents or fires, properly 
amended ordinances (which now relate to the 
safety Of employed shouid be enacted to cover 
this omission. 

The tabulated re shows that this has di- 
rectly coucerned the safety and health of more 
thar 233,000. and indirectly of che whole popula- 
tion of the city. at a total cost of . Re- 
spectfully, W. H. sss.

THE MICHEL HOMICIDE. 


Stecher Meld to Awelt the Action of 
the Grand Jury. 

At the County Hospital yesterday afternoon a 
Coroner's inquest was beld in the case of Wil- 
jam Michel, the young man who was killed the 
afternoon previous by Edward Stecher, a gray- 
haired salooukeeper at No. 144 West Lake street. 
A detailed ‘account of the homicide ap- 
peared in yesterday's. Tareune, but the 
statements made by <difforeant witnesses 
were contradictory in many particulars, 
while one important wttness, Charies Nerdrum, 
was not found at all Tuesday evening. Yester- 
day, however, Charley was bunted up and 
brought before the Coroner's jury. Altagether, 
there were about a duzen witnesses examined, 
but several were wanted only to testify regard- 
ing the prisoner's character. The three impor- 
tant witnesses were Albert McKinzie, Charley 
Nerdrum, and the prisoner himself. The latter 
was represented by au attoruey, who proionged 
the inquest by his cross-examigationa, but who 
failed to bring out anything of special impor- 
tune. indeed, there were ae very important 
now developmeuts in the case, the salobukeep- 
ers story being Mill at variance with the state- 
ments made by the companions of the mur- 
dered man, Nerdrum and McKinzie. 

CHARLEY NERDRUM, 
who is a packer, testitied that he, McKinzie, and 
Micbel went to Steer saloon about 2: 
o clock to get some beer. The three had been 
together nearly all the afternoon, and Michel 
was somewhat under the iatiyence of drink. lu 
fact, Michel bad broken a paue ot glass ata 
laundry ou Lake street during the afternoon. 
When the young men entered the salvon 
witness asked Stecher where Johnnie Mentz, 
the former proprietor of the place was. 
Stecher replied gruffly that he did not 
know Rentz. Witness thought differentiy, and 
said, “lougbtto call you u ilar.’ The three 
called for veer inatead, and it was refused them, 
They were then ordered from the place, but, as 
they did not act upon the order prowptiy, 
Scecoer came from benind the bar and gradved 
bold of Witness, and pushed aim out of the door, 
after which Be picked up a club with waich be 
struck Micbei a heavy blow. Thea Stecher 
ran behind the bar for his pistol, aad witness 
ran away. When at the corner ef ke and 
Despiaines streets witness heard twoshots fred. 

Nerdrum dewied that any attempt was made 
to steal Stecher's money or that Michel struck 
Stecher with a natch-safe before the latter used 
a ciub. 


M’KINZIE’S TESTIMONY 

did not differ materialiy from his statement as 

ublisbed in yesterday's Inos, or from 

erdrum'’s testimony, except that it was a little 
tulier. He corroborated Nerdrum's statement 
that the latter and Stecher bad u atrugwie at the 
dour, and that Stecher hit Michel with a ciub 
before any match-safe was used. After the 
three were outside and Stecuer had gone behind 
the bar to get his pistol, Micheli picked up a 
brick and tarew it into the saloon, breaking a 
pane of lass. He also feilt against the glass and 
broke it a second time. Just then Stecher came 
to the door with the pistol in his bana, and nred 
at Michel, who was not more than ten feet dis- 
tant and who bad started to run away. 

STECHER 

told his own story ina sowewhat nervous man- 
ner, first showing to the jury bis bruised arm— 
the elfecis of the biow administered by Michel 
during tbe scuffle che latter bad wits we saloon- 
keeper. Stecher said nothing about Rent hav- 
ing been inquired for, He simpiy said that the 
three mea came in and called for the beer, 
which be ret used to sell them because they were 
nowy and apparentiy too tu already. 
Then, when his back was turuved, Michel 
reached over the bar, as if to take 
toe money. Ail tbree were ordered to leave, 
but, instead of doing 80, they grew more noisy, 
and when witness came from behind the bar 
Miebel struck bim with a dear muatci-safe 
which was standing on the bar. When witness 
went for bis pistol the trio ran away. While be 
was getting bis pistol he heard the crashing of 
the gluss broken by the brick, but couid not see 
who threw the brick. Without waiting apy 
longer be ras to the door and tired once at 
Miegel, fearing Wat the latter would throw more 
bric 

Stecher denied using a club at all, and declared 
thas be thought the trio had come there to rob 
aim. 

Dr. Blutbardt testiled that the bullet had en- 
tered at the back of Michel's head, penetrated 
the brain, and made ite exit from the lorehead. 

Lieut. Lanlum teatified that Stecher, when 
Arst arrested, made the statement; **! Dred at 
him from behind my own bar. Stecher denied 
making such a statement, but the olficer was 
pus. tive about it. 

Several witnesses of good repute testified that 
Stecher was a peaceable man, and that it was bis 
custom to refuse to sell liquor to intoxicated 
persons. 

The jury were out about tweuty minutes be- 
fore agreeing upon a verdict.. They simply 
feund that Michel came to bis death froma 
wound inflieted by the prisoner, and recom- 
mended tnat the latter be heid to the grand jury 
under such bonds as the Court might deem ad- 
visable. The prisoner was locked up again.

None of the individuals whose 
property abutted on that part of the street 
which it was proposed to vacate bad made any 
complaint, and the complaivants’ property was 
sofar away that closing up the street at this 
point did not interfere with it.

MR. FULLER, 

attorney for the Union Building Association, 
did not think there was any 4ecision on the 
merits of the case. The validity of the vacation 
of the street was not decided. The point thuch- 
ing on the capacity of complainants to bring 
suit was raised for the first time in the Supreme 
Court, and, according to its former decisions, it 
was too late to raise this point, He did not know 


whether anything more would be done by the 
complainants.

A VICTORY FOR THE COUNTY. 

In the recent batch of Supreme Court de- 
cisions was one in the case of the Traders’ In- 
surance Company vs. Collector Farwell. The 
case grew out of the plaintiff's objecting to pay- 
ing an assessment of the State Board of Equal- 
ization for taxes, amounting to about $1,700, 
which it appears was assessed against its fran- 
chise. The defense was that the capital stock 
was invested in Government bonds, and, conse- 
quently, not taxable, and it got out a temporary 
injunction, which was dissolved in the hearing 
of the case. The Supreme Court holds, bow- 
ever, that the assessment was legal and correct, 
and that it is liable for the tux, and the County- 
Attorney will at once take steps looking to its 
collection. The company, it is claimed, bas 
been tighting the same tax for several years, so 
the decision is of considerable iniportance to the 
county. 

THE COUNTY’S INSANE.

A MODEL WARRANTY. 
THE ADVENTURES OF AN ENGLISHMAN 
WITH A HORSE-DEALER. 

A reporter of Tun TRIsUNs was told yester- 
day by a certain lawyer that there existed in this 
city at the present time an evil which was quite 
as great as the gambiers—the “skin” borse- 
dealers. These people rented barns in the rear of 
bandsome residences on the avenues, and car- 
ried on a very successful business through ad- 
vertisements in the newspapers stating mat a 
lady about to leave for Europe” or a gentie- 
man going South for his health '’ desired to pro- 
cure a good home for some favorit horses, and 
would dispose of them to good mea. Those who 
took these advertisements in good faith would 
go to the places, be impressed by the aristocratic 
residences, buy horses at a good, round tigure, 
and find out but too late that the horsefiesh they 
bad purchased was wortbiess. 

The lawyer stated that an old Euglish friend 
of bis, a Mr. John Bucknell, had desired to pur- 
chase a good horse, and through a newspaper 
advertisement had been indubed to call on one 
Frank Tarbox at a stable in the rear of the resi- 
dence No. 1731 Wabash avenue. There be met 
“Mr. Tarbox,” who proved to bean elegantly- 
dressed gentieman, and who said de de- 
sired to sell the horse for nis sis- 
ter, who was going away. The animal 
was brought out for exhibition and his good 
points expatiated upon. Bicknell had noticed 
u patch over one of the beast’s eyes, and asked 
what it meant. 

“ Ob, the horse has a bit of a cold in that eye, 
but it's all right. We'll guarautee the eye.“ he 
added, being careful to use the singular in re- 
ferring to the optic. 

While Mr. Bickuell was looking over the horse 
a natty-iooking man entered the stable and said, 
“ Tarbox, I'll take that horse. I tried him yes- 
terday and he suits me.“ 

But.“ said Tarbox, “ I've offered him to this 
gentieman.” 

“ I must have bim,“ said the third party, “to 
make up my car-load to Baltimore.“ 

“ Well, let Bhim have the horse,” said Mr. 
Bicknell, relenting. 

No.“ said Tarbox. “I'm d—dif Tu let any 
one spoil my trade,” and the natty-lookmg 
young man departed in well-assumed high 
dudgeon. 

This settled the matter, and Bicknell agreed 
to take the horse. The foliowing warranty was 
written out aud read to him: 

“ Cmicaao, III., March 27, 1882.--I, Frank Tar- 
box, sell aud deliver to John Bicknell brown 
bourse 7 years old; has good sound, solid fevt, 
good large flat boaney legs. good eye, rests well, 
and eats well, is kind and gentle to hanule in 
and out of stable, and works as well in single 
and in double harness, and 1. John Bicknell, in 
consideration of this said warrauty aloue, and 
not upon any verbal or other 8 — 
pay to Frank Tarbox the sum of $175. 

„F. Tarbox.” 

The lawyer said it was one of the neatest bits 
of work he ever saw. The expression “large 
Hat, boaney lege was a good one, and * 
eye meaut the one not covered with patch. 

The 
animal was said to work as well in single and in 
doubie haruess,“ and Bicknell discovered 
be could not work in either.

A Question of Removal of a Case to the 
Federal Court—A Very Ancient Suit. 
Judge Lbrummond yesterday decided the case 

of T. B. Ellis vs. B. T. Sisson, involving a ques- 

tion of removal of a case to the Federal court. 

The suit was begun in 1861 over some liens on a 

tlouring mill in Mercer County, and bad been 


decided three times by the Supreme Court. In. 


May, 1881, Hiram Cable and Kobert Lee filed a 
petition in the Circuit Court to ha ve some claims 
against the property allowed for improvements 
which had been made since the litigation began. 
In July, 1881, tweaty years after tne suit was 
begun, a petition was fled to have the suit re- 
moved to the Federal court. Judge Drummond 
held this could not be done. This could not be 
said to be a controversy such as was contem- 
piated by the act of 1875. questions 
raised were ones which had incidentaily 

ated during the progress of the case, and, if a 
removal could take piace in a case like this, it 
would always be competent at any time to intro- 


moved to the Federal court. Such a course 
Would complicate in a very serious mauner the 
relations e between the Federai and State 
courts, and the removal under the circum- 
stances would be denied and the case remanded 
to the State court. 


Trying te Set Aside a Default. 

A lawyer named Suirtand interrupted the pro- 
ceedings in the Gribler case yesterday long 
enough to make a motion to have default in the 
ease of James Collins set aside. Upon certain 
represeatations the Court ordered the default 
set aside, but a moment or two thereafter the 
Clerk, Mr. James Doyle, read from the record 
something which caused him to set aside, not 
the defacit, but the decision he had just ren- 
dered, and the matter therefore stands in statu 
quo—the $500 judgment against Collins’ bonds- 
men being in force.

ALL A MISTAKE. 


A Ratlway Policeman Thinks He Has 
a Confidence Operator and Pounds a 
Reputable Citizen Over the Mead.
